DETAILED ACTION 
Appeal 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences affirmed the rejections against 
independent claims 32 and 51, but reversed the rejection against claim 61 dependent 
thereon. There are no allowed claims in the application. The independent claims are 
cancelled by the examiner in accordance with MPEP § 1214.06. Applicant is given a 
ONE MONTH TIME PERIOD from the mailing date of this letter in which to present the 
dependent claim in independent form to avoid ABANDONMENT of the application. NO 
EXTENSIONS OF TIME UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a) WILL BE GRANTED. Prosecution is 
otherwise closed. 

As noted by the Board of Appeals, claim 42 was shown as rejected on the Final 
rejection cover sheet of April 19, 2005, but not included in the rejections therein. Claim 
42 was inadvertently omitted from the heading of rejection over Amo in view of 
Kashiwagi, since it would have been obvious to synchronize the movement of the 
substrate and roller.
